SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


Of the Town of Lyme, for the year ending March 9, 1875.

Twenty-three different‘ teachers have been employed the 
past year, three males, and twenty females. Number of terms, 


,» thirty 5 thirteen of which were kept in summer, six fall and 


eleven winter terms. * 
District No. 1. 

Primary summer term kept by Miss Carrie L. Churchill. 
Winter term, Miss Nellie M. Stark, teacher. These were both 
well conducted schools ; the teachers were well calculated to se- 
cure the good will and ambition of their pupils and secure the 
best order by mild means. 

Summer and fall terms of the higher department, Miss 
Mary D. Warren, teacher. I have no hesitation in saying that 
the district were very fortunate in their selection of a teacher. 
Her school gave the best evidence of thorough and éfficient in- 
struction, and the best of order was witnessed at the examination. 

Winter term, Miss Clara M. Jones, teacher. At my 
first visit I anticipated a profitable school. The teacher ap- 
peared energetic and thorough, but for some reason she failed 
in securing the good will of her pupils, consequently the, im- 
provement was not as great as was anticipated. 

, District No. 2. 

Summer and fall terms both taught by Miss A. M. Cutting, 
who is well qualified to instruct youth, being energetic and am- 
bitious, she succeeded in enlisting her pupils in their studies in 
earnest, consequently good order and; improvement were wit - 
nessed at the close of each term. 
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District No. 3. 

Summer and winter terms both taught by Miss Carrie L. Flint, 
who was faithful in the discharge of her duties as a teacher, and 
succeedéd in advancing her pupils in their studies fully equal 
to any term I have witnessed in this school for several years 
past. Thorough drill and good order were the distinguishing 
characteristics of this school. 

District No. 4. 

Summer and winter terms both taught by Miss M. E. Fos- 
ter. These were both profitable terms, Miss Foster being active 
and thorough in all she does. This district is generally inclined 
to sustain their teachers, and although some fault was found 
with the teacher for not granting all the indulgences the 2 pupils — 
claimed, I could not see that the tedthex was *blamable: * 


District No. 5. 


Miss P. L. Whipple teacher of the sunjmer term? “'Plis was #34 * 


Miss Whipple’s first attempt at teaching ; she labored faithfully 
but did not succeed in securing as good orderas would have 
been desirable, consequently the improvement was not all that 
would have been witnessed, had good order been maintained. 

Winter term by Miss Ella F. Wheeler. Miss ‘Wheeler 
succeeded in restoring good order by thorough discipline ; was 
very thorough in drill on first principles and required her pupils 
to apply themselves to their lessons, consequently the school 
made good progress in their studies. 


District No. 6. 


Summer term, Miss Abbie T. Hemmingway taught this 
school eight weeks with very good success. The term was too 
short to be profitable as,in my opinion, scholars learn more in 
the last, than in the first part of a school, if it is well managed. 
Fair order was maintained. 

_ The winter term was taught by Mr. Fred. B. Palmer, twelve 
weeks, with marked success. ‘At the last visit the scholars re- 
flected credit on themselves and their teacher, by their prompt 
and accurate recitations, exhibiting a thorough knowledge of 
their lessons and the best of order. Three very good scholars 
from Hanover, attended this school. 


—_—_ 
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District No. 7. 

A school of four weeks taught by Miss Kate Sutherland, 
( was in session at the last annual town meeting, ) which closed 
March 20th. It was visited only once, teacher and pupils all, 
manifesting a good degree of interest. 

Summer and fall terms taught by Miss Mary F. McLane, a 
teacher of much experience and ability, the fall term being the 
fifth she has been engaged in teaching in this district. Itis a 
sufficient guarantee for a good school to obtain the services of 
Miss McLane, in a district like this where parents and scholars 
. all unite to make ita success. — 

Winter term taught by Miss Eva Hall. Miss Hall had good 
success both in instructing and governing this school. No dis- 
trict in town gets the benefit of the money, spent for school 
- purposes, better than this. 


District No. 8. 


Summer term, Miss H. E. Clark, teacher. Miss Clark com- 
menced this school under very unfavorable circumstances. It 
is of doubtful expediency, under ordinary circumstances, for a 
prudential committee to employ a near relative in their own dis- 
trict, especially when the teacher is inexperienced, and has re- 
cently been a schoolmate with her pupils; certainly when a large 
minority of the district are in favor of another and opposed to 
the one employed. It cannot be expected that such a school 
will be profitable. When this district elect prudential com- 
mittees for the sole purpose of promoting the best interest of 
the school, and not to afford employment to some favorite, they 
may expect to receive an equivalent for the money they expend. 

Winter term, Mr. Wm. R. Conant, teacher. ‘This was Mr. 
Conant’s first experience as a teacher. Complaints were made 
to me that the school was not profitable, and I was requested 
by the members of the district to take action in the case. Be- 
ing confined to my house at the time, I told the complainants 
I would have an examination at my house if they could get a 
sufficient number of the legal voters to petition for it. I ac- 
cordingly drafted a petition for them to circulate but it has 
never been returned. At the commencement of his school, per- 
haps Mr. Conant might have been lacking a little of the discretion

which more experience has taught him, as I have heard no com- 
plaints of late, and at my last visit the school appeared well 
and had certainly made good progress in their studies. 


District No. 9. 


Summer term, Miss Alma M. Converse, teacher. This was 
in all respects a good school. } 

Winter term, Mr. Fred G. Turner taught this school twelve 
weeks, with good success. 


District No. 10. 


Has erected a new school house and employed Miss H. O. 
Blood for the fall term of eight weeks, too short a term and 
with the irregular attendance, it could not be expected that 
great advancement would be made in their studies. 

Winter term, Miss Minnie Winslow taught this school 
twelve weeks with her usual success. Order and improvement 
very satisfactory. | | 
Distriot No. 11. 

Miss N. M. Stark, teacher summer and fall terms. Miss 
Stark has taught twenty months in this district to the advan- 
tage ofthe district and with credit to herself, commencing 
when she was very young. ; 


District No. 12. ; 

Summer term, Miss Alnette A. Winslow taught twelve 
weeks in this district to the best advantage of the district and 
credit to herself. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Mary D. Warren, an ambi- 
tious, energetic teacher, and is always at home in the school 
room. Whole number attending school 34. Average attend- 
ance 32. Pupils not absent one half day 24. Tardy 1. A 
‘good record. 

District No. 13. 

Fall and winter terms successfully taught by Miss A. A. 

Winslow, both terms comprising twenty-one weeks. 
, District No. 14. 

Fall term, Miss Kate G. Perkins teacher. This was Misg 
Perkins first school, and she succeeded well both in instruction 
and government.

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REMARKS. 
Fellow Citizens : 

Thanking you for the confidence you have reposed in me 
in trusting me with the supervision of the schools of this town 
for several years past, and the friendly support and hearty coop- 
eration I have received from the parents generally, admonished 

by age and infirm health, that it is time for me to retire and 
_ give place to some one younger and better adapted to the duties 
of the office, I respectfully decline any further duties in the 
office, only such as I may perform gratuitously, as I shall 
ever feel a deep interest in the welfare of our schools, having 
been so long connected with them either as teacher or superin- 
tendent. | 

In closing my connection with the schools, I cannot for- 
bear calling the attention of the members of Districts No. 3, 5 
and 14, to the condition of the school houses in their several 
districts, and would say that net one of them is fit for the pur- 
pose for which it is used, and that I have not changed my mind 
since my report six years ago, that our school districts should 
be made to include more territory, and thereby increase the 
size of the schools so as to create a greater interest in the schol- 
ars and more ambition in the teachers, for as far as my obser- 
vation goes, both are exhibited in a greater degree in the large 
than in the small schools.
